'*I was treated with great kindness 
by the people ot Denver," he said. 
"While there I took occasion to speak 
on Professor Huxley, whose death has 
profoundly impressed me. 


"I have always held Huxley in high 
regard. 
He was a great scientist, but, 
in my estimation, uot so great a phil 
osopher as he was a scientist. 
His 
mind was too thoroughly scientific to 
make him 
a profound 
philosopher. 
But he did a great service for the truth 
of evolution. 


"Darwin's work was to prove to sci­ 
entific minds the facts of the evolution 
of 
species; Spencer 
has convinced 
philosophic 
minds that evolution is 
true of every phenomena of nature; 
but Huxley, with his aggressive spirit, 
his humor, his sarcasm and his popular 
way of putting things, appealed to the 
public generally, and thereby did a 
great work for science. 
The 
world 
suffers a great loss in his death. 


"I never met Professor Huxley. 
I 
had a letter to .him when I was in Eng­ 
land, but he was in poor health and 
was on the sea coast." 


Professor Le Conte is very busy 
with his scientific and literary work. 
"I have promised my publishers three 
new books," said he, "and that means 
work. 
I am to have a new book on 
Vision' another on 
'geology' and a 
third on •evolution.' 


"In addition to this I am collecting 
my miscellaneous essays, which will 
make about five volumes. J had a new 
article printed in the last number of 
the 'Monist' 
My estimation of its 
editor, Dr. Paul Carus, is high. 
He 
might be called the 'American Huxley,' 
for in his virility and in the manner of 
his handling scientific, philosophic and 
religious questions he resembles Hux­ 
ley."

Borrowed Power Enables the Com­ 


pany to Run a Few Cars—Cars 


to Run Regularly Tomorrow 


Broke Down. 


Shortly before 11 o'clock yesterday 
morning some ot the machinery at the 
power house of the Oakland Consoli­ 
dated Railway company at 
the corner 
of Forty-seventh and 
Grove streets 
broke down and traffic was at once 
stopped. 
The cars on the whole lfne 
were crowded at the time and there 
were many angry and 
disappointed 
people who were compelled to con­ 
tinue their way on foot or take some 
other line of cars. 


As soon as Superintendent Grim as­ 
certained what the damage was and 
that it could not be repaired for two or 
three days he arranged with the Ala­ 
meda Railroad Company to get power 
enough to run two cars from Thirteenth 
and Franklin 
to Seventh and Pine 
streets, West Oakland. 
He also ob­ 
tained sufficient power from the Pied­ 
mont Company to run four cars ori the 
Grove street line to and from Berke­ 
ley. 
The trips since the breakdown 
have been very irregular, but the best 
that can be done is being done. 
It is 
expected that the break at the power­ 
house will be repaired by tomorrow, 
when the cars will be run on regular 
time again. 
In the meantime 
the 
public is requested to be patient, as 
the accident could not have been for- 
seen and prevented.

• before»the week is out that the jury 
will be secured and the trial begun and 
pushed to a speedy conclusion. The 
very name of Durrant is becoming 
nauseating to the general public and 
the sooner he is acquitted, if innocent, 
or convicted and hung, if guilty, the 
better the public will like it 
It with 
all the evidence now in the hands of 
the District Attorney, he is not con­ 
victed, then the San Francisco detec­ 
tive system is a failure and should be 
remodeled as soon as possible.

University students will appear. There 
will be five or six hundred of the 
old faces among them and there will 
also be about five hundred new faces. 
This will all bring new business to 
Berkeley, and the balance pf the year 
gives promise of being very successful. 
There will be a good deal of building 
and a large amount of street work 
done, and as there seems to be a ten­ 
dency toward giving this work to home 
mechanics the money will be expended 
in Berkeley and when the next year 
begins many who have had a hard 
struggle for the past two years or more, 
will have a little something laid by or 
else they will have a portion of their 
indebtedness liquidated.

Their Principal Patrons In New York Peo­ 
ple Not Guests at the Hotel. 


In oue respect at least New York dif­ 
fers from all other American cities, nnd 
that is in regard to the importance of 
the reading rooms of its hotels. 
There 
are in New York 229 hotels, exclusive 
of apartment houses with restaurant at 
tachments. 
Every hotel in New York 
or elsewhere—every genuine hotel, that 
is—has B reading room, and in it are to 
be seen gathered the most important ac 
cessories of a hotel—the newsstand, the 
telegraph office, the 
telephone 
office 
and the railroad and steamboat ticket 
office. 
In 'a country hotel the reading 
room is the seat of great activity, and 
it seems to be the bounden duty of 
the 
transient male patrons of the hotel, as 
well as the regular male boarders, to be 
in the reading room as long a time as 
possible between mnals, mid usually a 
late comor is obliged to wait his turn 
for a seat at one of the writing desks or 
tables or for a chanco to read one of tho 
newspapers Which are kept on file. 


According to the observations of all 
hotel men throughout tho country, the 
smaller the town the more 
important 
the hotel reading room; the larger the 
town the less important the hotel read 
ing room. It is apparently in corrobora 
tion of this rulo that the reading rooms 
of most New York hotels, though fur 
nished in attractive stylo and well cal 
culated to serve 
the 
convenience of 
guests, are usually deserted, or if not 
deserted are patronized chiefly by per 
sons not guests of tho hotel. 
In other 
words, men not stopping at the hotdl, 
but meeting friends in its main corridor, 
utilizo the conveniences/of 
the reading 
room. 
Added to those aro a few of the 
transient guests, who for the most part 
come to New York on business or pleas­ 
ure from great distances, and especially 
from interior towns. Boston men, Phil­ 
adelphia men, Baltimore men and Buf­ 
falo men aro not great patrons of the 
reading rooms of New York hotels, but 
transient guests from the small towns 
of the country aro, and some of them sit 
for hours at a time conning the back 
numbers of newspapers or writing me- 
ohanically and then nervously destroy­ 
ing letters to friends and relations. 


The paradoxical 
thing about hotel 
reading rooms in New York is that 
though ostensibly maintained for 
tho 
use afid convenience of the hotel guests 
they are at tho seivico in nearly every 
case of persons who aro not only not 
guests of • tho hotel, but who, further­ 
more, are resident New Yorkers. Nearly 
every hotel in the city has a large num­ 
ber of patrons who are known as "regu­ 
lars," who stay for several mouths at a 
time, and who are seen very little in 
the hotel corridors or in tho reading 
room. 
Occasionally a patron of a New 
York hotel, perhaps one of its oldest 
guests, will' find it neoessary to write a 
letter or to consult a newspaper file, 
and when he does he is usually compelled 
to wait until an outside person not a 
guest is ready to take his departure.— 
New York Sun.

A Few Particulars as to Their Appearance 
on the Atlantic Coast. 


The shad begin to appear in the rivers 
about March 15, and they continue to 
arrive until the middle of June. It is a 
remarkable fact that each colony is in­ 
variably divided into three grand divi­ 
sions,-which arrive at different 
times, 
thus making three successive shoals, or, 
as the 
fishermen 
call them, 
" r u n s . " 
The first run is both small in numbers 
and especially poor in quality, and it is 
interesting to observe that this is true 
of the herring as well as of the shad. 
This advance guard is largely composed 
of what are known as "niokory" shad, 
and they differ from the others in such 
marked degree as to form a distinct va­ 
riety. The fishermen in the Chesapeake 
bay have an un-Mosaio legend that at 
the creation there were a great many 
small bones left over, and that to dis­ 
pose of them the "hickory" shad was 
made. 


A few days after these skirmishers 
have passed up the river the second or 
great run begins and continues three or 
four weeks. After the fish appear noth­ 
ing will disturb their constant upward 
progress except cold weather, 
which, 
inopportunely arriving, will cause them 
to seek the protection of tho mud at the 
bottom of the river, where they remain 
until the chill has left the water. It is 
impossible to estimate the number of 
fish entering a river in ono of these 
runs. The estimate of 2,000,000, which 
has been made for tho Delaware, is very 
moderate, in view of the fact that more 
than 
10,000 
shad 
have 
been 
taken 
in ono haul of tho seine in tho waters of 
that river. 
The third run is small, like 
the"first, and though the fish aro fine in 
quality it receives little attention. It is 
probably composed of stragglers from 
the main body who are somewhat tardy 
in their arrival.—Lippincott's.
